1866, the Secretary of War was directed to pro
vide for the payment of these bountles. It is
ooly two weeks azo since Puymaster-General
Brice commenced paying the bountis to the
colored soldiers,

A Rare Instance of Bconomy,

Commissioner Cooley, of the Indian Bureau,
has established & precedent in economy which
is worthy of notice. Having been authorized to
use an appropriation of $54,000 to treat with
certain refractory Indlansg, he, in compauy with
# specinl commission, last August visited these
tribes, remuining with them over two mounths,
and after entertaining the representatives of
seventy-five thousand Indians, und expending
$3000 in presents, aud ratifying a treaty, anly
expended $10,000 for thls object. This is the

The result of some years' experience n small
malters, which go to make up great comforts,
¢ offered in this little book, BSome may
sncer ut these small economies, but it shonld
be remembered that ‘‘there is nothing in this
enrth so small thst it may not produce great
things,” And amidst every household toil of
a wite, and every energy ot a husband to obtain
money lor family neeos, what can be better
thun know how comtort can be had for the
money expended ! Chiel amongfthe chiefest of
evils are wastefulness and unskilfulness in
cooking, which cunnot be 100 greatly deplored
whon there is no money but thet arising from
& limited income: and where there 18 ignorsnoe
Of the art of making the most of everything,
there ssems to be no remedy, What comfort
cun thers be in dining ol stewed meat rendered
fough, tasteless K and full of fibre; of e
potatoes soddencd with water, or Emno
to o mash and of a rusty color: of having before
ong stone-like artichokes, tasteless and rusty-
looking carrots, which, if one partakes of, a it
of indigestion, with its train of horrors, is sure
to follow. Bolled meats and fish—which are
insipid—or fried fish, greasy-looking and white,
cause far more trouble to produce than if they
were cooked by a proper process. To help the
wistress in giving fostructious in these im-
portant trifies, and on which comfort so much
depends, has been the author’s aim.

n most homes there is a tondency to leave
small matters to take care of themselves, With
servants there 18 a perpetual waste of candles,
soap, coals, and cinders. These articles are
not very often iuterfered with by mistresses
with incomes of £200 a year; but in all of these
an unobserved waste brings a pinching in other
requisites which are really necessary for com-
fort. Even the meiting away of a penny a day
amounts to upwards ol tuirty shillings a year.
At Christmas, many of the comlorts may be ob-
tained for this sum, or it would gladden a
starving or sick fallow-creature,

It 18 agunst waste of every kind that one
should war. A hospitable heart and economy
are twing, We should be careful, that we might
be libersl. Waste in small matters, and profu-
slon in large, is burning the caudle at both ends,
not to be compensated tor by stinginess in any
household de partment.

There 18 alsu great waste in using uoneces.
sury ingredients in cooking, which may not be
unpecessary to persons with large incomes, who
rive entertainments, and who, if suffering from
indigestion, can afford the time to be i, aud
money to pay the doctor. To these may be
safely left the eggs, the cream and butter, which
epter so lurgely into what 12 termed first-cluss
cooking, A custurd is much more enjoyahie
—aud the flavor irequally good—when made
with milk, and the exuct number of eggs to
thicken the milk, than it 1s when made with an
excess ol eggs added to creain.  Those who de-
sire 10 huve u bilious attack need swallow but
balf & custard made in this extravaant fashion,

Aguin, rice puddings are richer tasted and op-
tirely wholesome, when made without eges, and
with milk only—no water, Bat if the precau-
tion be not observed of first washing the rice
three or four times in bolling water, then not all
tne richest ingredicnts can destroy the offensive
musty taste which the graiv has scquired,
Well-flavored arrowroot puddings, made with
bolling milk only, are excellent, and these can
be made in @ moment. When water only is weed
for them, an addition of a glass of sherry makes
cxcelleot jelly for the sick who cannot take

and game, which most Enalish pl:’slg lhef
£0 much admire, owes much of its exoellence to
the process of larding, aud to its bei slowly
cooked by a proper degree of heat, ﬁe direc-
tions for larding, as given by a French cook,
are, to out u&nnmds of bacon and tie it on to
the articles to be cooked, or to wtroduce these
ehreds with a larding-needle underneath the
#km, Now, the same savor and molstness
can be given to Boglish cooking by econe-
mizing and uainﬁ the baoon fat which dripe
from the bacon when cooking it for the morning
meal. It s no extravagance, buta real 00m-
tort lor persons of moderate means to y
a small quantity of bacon for breakfast if the

Lints, which will assist an unskilled mistress.
It may be ac well to remark that servants will
invariably set their fuces seainst BNY Wppear-
ance of economy. If a mistress will once try
the recipes and directions given for cooking,
superinteuding the whole process herself, even
to the minuteet particular, she will then fnd it
k0 cusy to obtain well-cooked {ood without sny
uncertainty in the matter, that, however un-
skilled her servant may be. she wlil herself hold
the power of mastership in her own hands, and
be able Lo create comfort for her hou Id,
sud & reward for berselt in the well-belng of
her family,

How such a mistake could have arisen—that
it 18 beneath u woman's dignity to superintend
the cookery of her kitchen—it is hard to tell,
Burely she need be none the less sccomplished
